ical History

Original and subsecuent owners: According to tradition,
the original pert of the house, a log cabin, was built
by a {ur trader before 1790, probably c. 1780, The
house was acquired by John Mullanphy in 1790, and has
remained in his family, the preseni ovmer being his
great-great-granddaughter. The oroperty pessed to
bullanphy 's daughter Jene in 1819 upon her marriage

to Charles Chembers. The present owner acquired the
house in 1920.

Date of erection: Before 1790, probebly c. 1780.

Notes on slterations end additions: The original
three room cabin was enlarged about 1790 by the addi-~
tion of two rooms and 2 hall on the scutheast, f{ront
and rear porches, and a new roof, A two story section
was added on the southwest in 1819 with a living room,
three bedrooms, halls, and a summer kitchen. Another
section was added at the southeast in the 1920's with
2 largce room, two bedrooms, a bath, and halls. At the
same time, the porelr of the 1819 addition was removed
and the present two-story high porch added. Cemtral
heating was instelled in 1938.

1. Overall dimensions: The original house at the north-
east end is one-and-z-half stories. The Jong axis of
the house is orlented northeast-southwest with enmtrance
on northwest; 49' (dincluding porches on both sides) x 92°

southwest half of +the house, are two stories high.
